U.S. Agrees to Sell 
Jordan^Ii^itary Jets

The United States has 
agreed to sell Arab Jordan “a 
limited number of military jet 
aircraft” for aits air defense 
system, the State Department 
said yesterday. 

It said the sale was being 
made “in light of Jordan’s de- 
fense requirements and in ac- 
cordance with our policy of 
preventing instability from de- 
veloping in the Near East.” 
The Department declined to 
identify the type of jets, the 
number, or 'the cost. They will 
replace older model British 
Hawker Hunter jet fighters.

But it went on to cite “mas- 
sive Soviet sales of farms to 
certain countries of the Near 
East which' have intensified 
the arms race in that area.” 
Washington sources Claimed 
the Russians have supplied up 


to $2 billion in military equip- 
ment to countries of the Near 
East in the last 10 years, main- 
ly Egypt, Syria 'and Iraq. 

The United States has previ- 
ously sold arms to Israel, in- 
cluding Patton .tanks, and the 
United States and Britain 
agreed last year to provide an 
air defense -system for Saudi 
Arabia. 

Jordan has received undis- 
closed amounts of military 
equipment from the United 
States in the past, and Jor- 
danian pilots have been 
'trained in the United States 
for 'the last year.
